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THE MONROE DOCTRINE 


A proposal regarding the Monroe 


doctrine made by an American pub- 
licist brings a friendly echo from Chile. 
Dr. James Brown Scott, 
addressing 


the Institute of Public affairs at Char- 
lottesville, Va., recently suggested that 
the doctrine be given a broader base of 
support by all the countries of North 
and South America making similar 
declarations. 


The Mercuric of Santiago sees no 


objection to this. The historic declara- 
tion of President Monroe about a cen- 
tury ago was merely intended to safe- 
guard the young, struggling American 
republics from Old world monarchy, to 
free American soil from further Old - 
world conquest. To that, our sister re- 
publics have never objected. 
What 


they have seriously objected to is the 
interpretation given to the doctrine in 
recent decades by many American 
statesmen, writers" and speakers who 
seemed to turn it into a doctrine of 
suzerainty held by the United States 
over the smaller republics. This inter- 
pretation 
offends 
Latin-American 


pride and alienates nations which oth- 
erwise would be our friends. 


If protection is what is intended, the 


Mercuric thinks the time has come to 
recognize the right and duty of all the 
American nations to share in it on an 
equal footing. 
Such a development 


might naturally have been expected 
from the organization of the Pan- 
American union. That organization, 
with great potentialities for good, does 
not amount to much as it stands. 
It 


might realize its possibilities if the 
Monroe Doctrine Avere broadened as 
suggested. Or if, as the Mercurio sug- 
gests, we stopped talking about the 
Monroe doctrine and accomplished its 
purposes by strengthening Pan-Amer- 
ican ties and placing all the members 
of the Union on the same footing, as 
regards outside aggression, with their 
mutual rights guaranteed by interna- 
tional law. 


The world is organizing. Nearly all 


our sister republics belong to the 
.League ot Xations, and will appeal to 
it if we alienate them. 
Europe is or- 


ganizing; America itself, both north 
and south, if it is to remain outside the 
world league, must organize to hold its 
own. 


MORE ON PROHIBITION 


Dr. Arthur D. Sevan, head of the 


surgery department in the University 
of Chicago, and former president of the 
American Medical association,, has 
been inquiring into our past and pres- 
ent liquor consumption. 
He agrees 


with Prof. Irving Fisher of Yale that 
the volume has been greatly reduced. 
His investigation convinces him that 
the national consumotion of beer is 
about 3 per cent of what it used to be. 
The pre-prohibition quantity he esti- 
mates at 2,500,000,000 gallons of beer 
and 150,000.000 gallons of whiskey, 
brandy, gin, etc. Reducing the beer to 
whiskey value, on the basis of 3j^ per 
cent alcohol, he regards the whole 
former consumption as equivalent to 
325,000,000 gallons of whiskey, 50 per 
cent alcohol. "It is quite certain," he 
says, "that we are not consuming one- 
tenth of that amount today." 


Honest observers mostly admit a 


big reduction in quantity consumed. 
The main objections to prohibition to- 
day are based on the crime and corrup- 
tion it has brought with it, together 
with the inherent impropriety of put- 
ting it into the constitution. The big 
problem is to eliminate the crime and 
corruption. 
How shall we go about 


that? There are two things greatly 
needed. 
Take the profit out of the 


booze business and teach temperance 
to consumers.

^ PRESENT DAY FICTION 


From literature, we are told, we 


learn about life. This, doubtless, 
is 


true. But it occurs to one who has just 
finished reading a great many current 
detective stories that ^literature can 
give one some queer, though interest- 
ing, ideas. Here, for instance, are some 
of the facts about life that stand out 
after digestion of the country's most 
popular novels. 


The library of a rich man's home is 


one of the most dangerous places in 
the world. This is especially true of 
English homes. For some reason, the 
overwhelming majority of all murders 
take place in libraries. Rich men with- 
out number have been knocked off 
while sitting placidly among their 
books. Usually they have been given 
no warning of their fate; but there are 
cases on record in which they not only 
knew that they were in danger, but ac- 
tually locked all the doors and win- 
dows—without avail. The library, ob- 
viously, is a place to stay out of. 


Butlers, it is comforting to learn, are 


practically never given to homicidal 
impulses. 
This writer can recall no 


case in which a butler murdered his 
-empjoyer, or anyone else. To be sure, 
butlers-acfe very suspiciously, at times, 
and not infrequently are up to shady 
practices; but they never stoop, or rise, 
to murder. The same applies with al- 
most equal force to other sen-ants. One 
recent book tells of a gardener who 
committed a singularly brutal murder, 
but this rascal seems to have been a 
rare exception. 


It is regrettable to discover that doc- 


tors do not seem as reliable. In all too 
many cases, judging by current liter- 
ature, the trusted physician turns out 
to be a malignant rogue. Even where 
he does not, it often happens that he 
acts in a most peculiar manner when a 
crime has been committed. The daugh- 
ters of such rich men as are slain in 
their libraries are nearly always quite 
innocent. This is comforting, since it 
quite often happens that these girls 
had strong financial or personal rea- 
sons for killing their fathers. Present- 
day detective fiction proves rather con- 
clusively that the daughter is almost 
never guilty—although, it must be 
said, things oft^n look a bit black for 
her. 


The same applies, with not quite so 


much force, to the sons of murdered 
men. The sons, however, usually turn 
out to be sorry wastrels, capable of sin 
if not of crime, and suspicion is often 
quite logically directed against them. 
These are the outstanding discoveries 
made by an assiduous reader. 
There 


are interesting minor facts—poor men, 
for example, almost never get mur- 
dered, and the goofier a detective acts 
the more sure .he is to be a mental 
giant—but there is no space here to go 
into them at any length. It is all very 
absorbing. How much one can leara 
about life from this kind of literature!

Aspiration tends to prevent and 


relieve such common troubles as 
varicose veins, pelvic, congestion and 
functional ailments depending, hem- 
orrhoids, insomnia, liver complaint, 
high blood pressure and general 
progressive cantankerousness. 


The ideal way to learn how to re- 


lease the restraint civilization, habit, 
custom and bad education have con- 
spired to place upon the diaphragm 
would be to undergo complete sur- 
gical anesthesia and watch the work- 
ing of the diaphragm while you are 
temporarily free from inhibition.

GOITER AND IODIN. 


For some years I have had a small 


goiter, and feeling assured by your 
articles I started taking one drop of 
tincture of iodin once a week. This 
has helped me some. I wonder 
whether I ehould increase the dose 
or continue it Indefinitely. (T. M. A.) 


Answer.—I do not advise any one 


with goiter to use iodin In any form, 


except under the direction of her 
own physician. I do recommend that 
adults everywhere, and young people 
In districts where simple goiter pre- 
vails, take an Iodin ration as a pro- 
phylactic measure. I think one drop 
of common tincture of Iodin taken 
in a glass of water once a •week is 
a suitable iodin ration. But persons 
who already have a goiter should 
follow only the instructions of their 
own physicians. 


Bronchietasis. 


"What is bronchletasis? Can it be 
curti? How? fW. H.) 


Answer.—A balloooning or dilation 


of bronchial tube or tubes. A com- 
mon feature of long standing or 
chronic bronchitis. The expectora- 
tion of unusually large quantities of 
sputum now and then suggests bron- 
chletasis. I cannot say that it is 
curable. Posture is a remedy of 
much value. Somersaults do no 
harm. If you're too feeble for somer- 
saults, try standing on your head. 
If that's too much of a stunt, then 
just lean the upper part of your 
body out of bed and rest your hands 
and forearms on the floor for several 
minutes first thing every morning, 
and last thing every night.

All of this took time. Suddenly

italists. 


"This country needs sanitation 


more than decoration," said the presi. 
dent, starting his program of good 
roads, public health, waterworks and 
rail transportation. It Is today the 
issue -which caused his downfall. Dr. 
Haya de la Torre, nig chief political 
opponent, returning from exile, ac- 
cused Iieguia of being "'the servant 
of Tankee imperialism." He charg-' 
es that he is "the friend of foreign 
investors," and raises the cry "Peru 
for Peruvians," and "free us from 
the foreign yoke." 


American investments in Peru are 


about $200,000,000, including $85,000,- 
000 in government loans, and about 
SSO.000,000 in raining-, including the 
properties of the Cerro as Pasca 
Mining company, and the North Pe- 
ruvian Smelting- and Refining com- 
pany. Other investors are tha In- 
ternational Telephone and Telegraph 
company and various oil companies. 
The country Is perhaps more highly 
mineralized than any other country 
ia the world, being rich in gold, sil- 
ver, vanadium, tungsten, copper and 
coal. Listed securities in these fields 
have dropped slightly but not alarm- 
ingly. It is believed that the mili- 
tary junta now assuming cor.trol of 
the country will greatly disturb oper 
ations, in spite of the campaign out- 
cry against foreign capital.

Bar association of the District of Co- 
lumbia, in which "Wisconsin figures. 


This is a farce written by Mrs. 


Rebecca Greathouse, an assistant 
United States district attorney. It is 
called "It Might Have Been" and de- 
picts the plight of a poor, meek, 
young male lawyer seeking admis- 
sion to the bar before a court com- 
posed entirely of women judges, his 
admission being proposed by 
a. 
bright and radical young woman 
lawyer. 
The farce is just the reverse of a 


decision of the Supreme Court of 
Wisconsin in 1875, refusing to admit 
Miss Lavina Goodell to the bar of 
that court, her admission having 
been moved by I. C. Sloan, Esq. 
Four years later Miss Goodell was 
admitted, again on motion of Mr. 
Sloan, but not until after the "Wis- 
consin Legislature had passed a law 
providing that no person should be 
denied the right to practice law be- 
cause of sex. 
When the women lawyers present 
this farce, they introduce It by tell- 
ing about Miss Goodlell and reading 
the following1 excerpt from the opin- 
ion denying her admission: 
HERE IS EXCERPT 
"This is the first application for 


admission of a female to the bar of 
this court. And it is a just matter 
for congratulation that it is made in 
favor of a lady whose character 
raises no personal objection: some- 
thing perhaps not to be looked for 
in women who forsake the ways of 
their sex for the ways of ours 
"So we find no statutory authority 


for the admission of females to the 
bar of any court of this state. And, 
with all the respect and sympathy 
for this lady which all men owe to 
all good women, we cannot regret 
that we do not. "W.e cannot but think 
the common law wise in excluding 
women from the profession of the 
law. The profession enters largely 
into the well-being of society; and, 
to be honorably filled and safely to 
society, exacts the devotions of life. 


"The law of nature destines and 


disqualifies the female sex for the 
bearing and nurture of the children 
of our race and for the custody of 
the homes of the world and their 
maintenance in love and honor. And 
ail life-long callings of women, in- 
consistent with these radical and sa- 
cred duties of their sex, as is the 
profession of the law, are departures

from the order of nature; and when 
voluntary, treason against it. 


"The cruel chances of life some- 


time baffle 
both eexes, and may 


leave women free from the peculiar 
duties of their sex. These may need 
employment, and should be welcome 
to any not derogatory to their sex 
and its proprieties, or inconsistent 
with the good order of society. But 
it is public policy to provide for the 
sex, not for its superfluous members; 
and not to tempt women from the 
proper duties of their sex by open- 
ing to them duties peculiar to ours. 


"There are many employments in 


life not unfit for female character. 
The profession of the law is surely 
not one of them. The peculiar quali- 
ties of womanhood, its gentle graces, 
its quick sensibility, its tender sus- 
ceptibility, its purity, its delicacy, its 
emotional impulses, its subordination 
of hard reason to sympathetic feel- 
ing, are surely not qualifications for 
forensic strife. 


"Nature has tempered woman as 
little for the juridicial conflicts of 
the court room as for the physical 
conflicts of the battlefield. Woman- 
hool is moulded for gentler and bet- 
ter things. And it is not the saints 
of the world who chiefly give em- 
ployment to our profession. It hag 
essentially and habitually to do with 
all that is selflsh and malicious, 
knavish and criminal, coarse and 
brutal, repulsive and obscene, in hu- 
man life. 
, 


"It would be revolting to all fe- 


male sense of the innocence and 
sanctity of their sex, shocking to 
man's reverence for "womanhood and 
faith in woman, on which hinge all 
the better affections and humanities 
of life, that women should be per- 
mitted to mix professionally in all 
the nastiness of the world which 
finds its way into courts of jus- 
tice 
" 


Reading1 of this opinion always 


brings gales of laughter and gasps 
of surprise at the quaintaess and ab- 
surdity of the argument, but some- 
times one sees in such audiences old- 
er women who have experienced 
similar absurdities and injustices In 
their lifetime and who therefore 
do not laugh. 


After all, even some of the young- 


er ones ask, is it more ridiculous 
than the recent decision that women 
cannot work as stenographers to the 
Wisconsin Legislature because they 
might have to work at night, thus 
imperilling their morals?

CHANEY IN SIGHT 


Death Marked Passing of 


One of Finest Artists in 
Hollywood

once the historic cry "the king is 


ad—long live the king" cannot be 


uttered. 


"With the passing of Lon Chaney, 


one of the finest artists and most be- 
loved characters in Hollywood, the 
film colony has discovered that a 
throne has been left without heirs or 
aspiring contenders. 


For over 12 years Chaney has 


reigned supreme in his field of mo- 
tion picture art, without competition 
or imitation. Now that the great star 
is gone there is no one to attempt 
the carrying on of his work, a most 
unusual situation in fitadom. 


Just why Lon Chaney had no un- 


derstudies, and no men competing- 
-with, him for honors in the unusual 
type of character portrayals he did, 
has not been explained. "WTiether it 
-was that the late actor's genius in 
make-up discouraged others, or that 
the burden of extremely difficult, 
and often painful, characterizations 
•was more than ambitious efforts at 
imitation warranted, is not known. 


His genius for make-'jp, the opin-

BRAZIL ONCE PORTUGUESE 
"Spacious Brazil was once Tinder 


the Portuguese colors. "Cabral, in 
search of a route to the East sailed 
westward to avoid difficult 
ocean 


currents and winds. 
He touched 


Brazil and claimed it lor the then 
Portuguese King. Today, Portugal's 
sovereignty lias passed, but. her 
language and customs remain. 


"The vast colonial domain of Por- 


tugal is populated by 14,777,477 peo- 
ple, including races from black to 
white and nearly aH the varying 
skin hues between them. In Africa 
are the blacks and browns; in India, 
browns, and in the Malay Archipela- 
go and Macao, "browns and yellows. 
Mimintitive Macao has 152,000 yel- 
low-skinned orientals and only 600 
inhabitants of other races. 


"When one takes into account the 


voyages of intrepid Portuguese sea- 
men of the fifteenth century, Portu- 
gal's possessions of today seem com- 
paratively small in area. Henry of 
Portugal sensed the development of 
seamenship of his subjects along 
Portuguese littoraL 
He furnished 


maps and instruments for those who 
would search the seas for new lands 
and new trade. In 1433 Cape Bo- 
jador, down the West African coast 
opposite the Canary Islands was 
doubled. A flourishing, profitable 
slave trade was developed 
which 


gave impetus to exploits of other 
mariners in search of new wealth. 


ROUNDED IN 1488 


"Ten years before Columbus start- 


ed westward the African Congo -was 
discovered, and 
meanwhile 
the 


and the Madeiras were be- 


coming the profitable sugar bowl 
and wine barrel of the Monarchy. 
In 1488 Diaz, a Portuguese mariner, 
rounded * the Cape of Good Hope 
proving that the Indian ocean was 
accessible by sea and that the East 
was within Portugal's reach. 


"Diaz" triumph started the ban of 


Portuguese conquest and settlement 
rolling at top speed. In 1500 Cabral 
accidentally touched Brazil. Forty- 
one years later a Cabral ship touch- 
ed Madagascar and a short time 
thereafter Portuguese mariners were 
sailing the waters of the Red Sea 
and the Persian Gulf. A trading 
station had been set up at Calicut 
in 1501 and about 10 years later 
Goa, still held by the Portuguese, 
came -under Portuguese domination. 
The next years saw jhe Portuguese 
flag planted at Malacca.

Governor Long is W, or only two 


years past the minimum age require- 
ment of the Senate. 
Therefore, if 


elected over his 72-year-old oppon- 
ment, he win become one of the 
youngest senators in history. 


There is a very striking contrast 


between the governor and the sena- 
tor. RansdeU is a safe and sane old 
gentleman who never gets into trou- 
ble and is seldom heard of. Long is 
a wild youth who is 
continually 


breaking into print, for first one rea- 
son, and then another. 


It was Long who, while wearing 


green pajamas, received an official 
appointment >>a1> from the captain of 
a German warship during Mardi 
Gras season at New Orleans. The 
consul had brought the captain along 
and there was considerable whaop- 
tedo about the incident, ending in an 
apology. 


When Major General Frank Mc- 


Coy, 
TJ. S. A., made an official call 


a few weeks later Long didn't re- 
ceive >iiTn in pajamas. 
The major 


arrived just as the governor was 
ready- for the bathtub. 


Washington, which Is used to al- 


most anything else from members of 
Congress, awaits with intense inter- 
est some campaign promise from 
Governor Long as to whether he will 
appear at official occasions here -with 
pajamas or without. He is promised 
plenty of publicity in either case, -but 
he wffl have to wear the pajamas If 
he expects to get his picture in the 
papers. 


There are many persons In Lou- 


isiana who are sour on- Governor 
Long. They tried to impeach him 
awhile ago for misfeasance in office 
and failed, although the state House 
of Representatives voted in favor of 
tha impeachment. He was accused 
of various little things such as brib- 
ery and trying to get someone to 
murder a political opponent, but ap- 
parently his enemies couldn't make 
the charges stick, for the proceedings 
were dropped. 


After that the governor was so 


angry at the newspapers that he 
tried to put through a state tax on 
newspaper advertising. The legisla- 
ture wouldn't stand for that, which 
was one of the most drastic things 
of ths kind ever attempted. Possibly 
it goes to show the sort of thing 
Huey will do when he gets his dan- 
der up. 


There are some good things to be 


said for the governor, however. He 
has a gift for public speaking and 
has some of the attributes of states- 
manship, despite all the other things 
about him, in Congress he probably 
would be a little bit more riotous 
than HefUn or Cole Blease of South 
Carolina, or Congressman Tom Blan- 
ton of Texas, but those fellows have 
all done some good jobs In their day 
and Euey wouldn't be a total loss. 


Ransdell, now nearly 72 years old, 


first came to Congres as a member 
of the House in 1899. This means 
that he has been in Congress longer 
than any other 
member 
of 
the 


House except Henry Allen Cooper of 
"Wisconsin and Gilbert U. Haugen of 
Iowa. He has been in the Senate 
since 1913. 


He Is a protection Democrat, 


thanks largely to the can* sugar 
industry of Louisiana, and an ex- 
pert on flood control. He knows 
all about cotton and has had much 
to do with cotton legislation. Ee-

days, be has always taken * keen 
interest in health legislation. In the 
last Congress he got through his 
bfll for creation of a National Health 
Institute here, where an types of dl- 
seasa wfll be studied exhaustively In 
a laboratory. 


But Senator Ransdell Is not knowa 


to the country as well as Is Huey 
Long. Ee has been primarily Inter* 
ested In Louisiana rather than In 
national affairs and although he is 
supposed to wear a nightgown It 
isn't green and hardly anyone has 
ever seen him In It. 


Long, who became governor at $5, 


has been one of the most colorful 
figures In the state's long and tur- 
bulent political history. Born on a 
tiny farm amid the red clay bins of 
North Ixralsianan, he had to work 
most of the time when other boys 
were in shool. Later he became a 
traveling: printer, then a book agent 
and finally a patent medicine sales- 
man, selling Ms wares from s. plat- 
form or. which a negro minstrel per- 
formed to attract the crowds. Then 
he sold -*!our from door to door and 
conducted 
cake-baking 
contests 


among tr.e house-wives. 


He worked his way through Uni- 


versity of Oklahoma and later stud- 
ied law at Tulane. 
His practice 


grew. He made his first political 
venture when he ran for the state 
public service commission and was 
elected.

YOUNG REVIVES 


TALK OF POLICY 


Two Counts Held Against 


Federal Reserve Board 
During Stock Crash

meat ot the resignation of Roy A. 
Young aa governor of the federal re- 
serre board, to accept a position as 
governor of the federal reserve bank 
of Boston, has 'caused a revival of 
discussion la Wail Street of federal 
reserve policy during the last two 
years. 


The policy pursued by the feder- 


al reserve board in 1928 and 1929 
frequently has been held to blame 
:or the. big crash in the stock mar- 
ket last fall. It -was alleged that 
the board erred, first, in 1928 when 
,t deliberately adopted measures to 
keep money rates down, supposedly 
o facilitate exports of gold to Europe 
with a view of assisting foreign 
countries to strengthen -their bank- 
ing structure. By adopting such a 
policy the board, it was contended, 
emboldened speculators in this coun- 
:ry to proceed with plans to create 
Lhe biggest inflation of stock ex- 
change prices and brokers loans ever 


SECOND COUNT 


The second count against the board 


was that last year, after it had be- 
come apparent that a dangerous con- 
dition of credit inflation and security 
prices had been created, it was dila- 
:ory in taking direct action to check 
the movement by authorizing advanc 
es in discount rates. It was re- 
vealed, subsequent to the stock mar- 
ket crash, that at least three reserve 
banks had sought permission early 
last year to boost their rates to 6 per 
cent to halt credit inflation but that 
the board refused to approve their 
applications. Finally when the board 
did authorize such advances last 
August the action e~~e too late to 
avoid the stock market panic that 
ensued. 


"While few believe that a crash 


could-have been advoided, the con- 
tention baa been, that by acting 
more promptly the federal reserve 
board could have mitigated the vio- 
lence of the break and prevented 
the wholesale losses suffered by the 
public. 
To be perfectly fair to the reserve 


board, it must be admitted that Gov- 
ernor Toung and his associates ear- 
ly showed that they were not blind 
to the perils of the situation; they 
merely differed from other bankers 
regarding the correct method of cop- 
ing with them. Governor Toung for 
months prior to the crash frequent- 
ly and publicly issued 
warnings 


against the dangers inherent in con- 
ditions then existing and 
advised 


that speculators desist from reck- 
less upbidding of prices and infla- 
tion of loans. 


ACTED INDffiECTLY 


More than that, the board did 


take indirect action to check infla- 
tion of brokers' loans by selling gov- 
ernment securities in the open mar- 
ket and thereby causing withdrawal 
of bank funds from stock specula- 
tion. To a certain extent that poli- 
cy-was effective in reducing bank 
loans to speculators but the boom 
had gone too far to be corrected by 
such mind and indirect measures, as 
events subsequently proved. It was : 
not until the discount rate was rais- 
ed in New York and other large fin- 
ancial centers that Inflation was 
eventually halted. 


"Wnatever opinion may be regard- 


ing the wisdom of federal reserve 
policy during the critical- period re- 
ferred to, tho administration of Gov- 
ernor Young will go down in history 
as being the one that restored to the 
12 regional reserve banks the pow- 
ers- which most bankers believe are 
inherently theirs under the law, and 
reversed the action of his predeces- 
sor in overstepping the board's au- 
thority. By an extreme interpreta- 
tion of the federal reserve act, the 
board in 1927 had adopted the policy 
of dictating rate changes to regional 
banks and bringing pressure to bear 
when they showed reluctance to per- 
mit dictation. 
It was in that year that the Chi- 


cago reserve bank became involved 
in an acrimonious dispute with the 
board over its own rate policy but 
finally yielded to the- board. 


The board's policy was to equalize 


reserve bank discount rates all over 
the country, regardless of local mon- 
ey conditions. 


One of the first acts of the admin- 


istration of Governor Young, when 
he stepped into office in the fall of 
1927. was to abandon that policy of 
equalization and at the same time re- 
store to the individual reserve banks 
their authority to initiate rate chang- 
es, reserving to the board only the 
authority undoubtedly delegated by 
the law to veto changes which the 
board disapproved. 
Reserve bank 


discount rates have never been uni- 
form from that day to this. 


Freakish Weather Alters 


Many Living Conditions 


D. C.—What are the 


outstanding 
effects 
of 
weather? 


A*k ten persons that question 


and most of them will be found to 
emphasize personal discomfort and 
health effects, says a bulletin from 
the Washington, D. <X headquarters 
of the National Geographic Society. 
But behind the fact 
that a hot 


spell may cause millions to swelter, 
or that a local flood may force hun- 
dreds of motorists to make an an- 
noying detour, there are many fund- 
amental economic and social effects 
that flow from unusual weather, the 
bulletin points out. 


COTTON PRICES UPWARD 
Droughts are probably the most 


obvious of the weather forces that 
affect economic conditions," con- 
tinues the bulletin. 
"A sufficiently 


prolonged dry spell in the United 
States, in Argentina, or in Canada 
or Australia during the crucial sea- 
son, can not only start the price 
of grain soaring locally, but it can 
send world prices up. 
Similarly, 


generous showers that provide max- 
imum growing conditions in the cot- 
ton fields of Texas, or dry, hot winds 
that sear and stunt billions of plants 
in a few days, depress or'raise the 
cotton quotations in Liverpool as 
quickly as the weather news can be 
flashed there. 


Extreme droughts, too, c*»" cause 


millions of dollars' loss in destroyed 
crops and starved live stock. 


"An unexpected freeze-up on the 


Great Lakes two weeks ahead of 
time may cause hundreds of thous- 
ands of dollars of loss In trapped 
boats and unmoved cargoes. A single 
extraordinary blizzard in a great city 
can throw a painful strain on the 
municipal treasury and can reduce 
unemployment over night. 


WEATHER ALTERS BUDGETS 
"City budgets are continually feet- 


ing the heavy band of 
weather 


vagaries. Wind storms which Wow 
down shade trees may cost a muni- 
cipality thousands of dollars for de- 
bris removal. Rain storms and 
floods wash up paving and clog sew- 
er mains.

Georges Mironescu, 
temporary 


premier of Rumania, who received 
Carol on his .return, sums it up like 
this: 


"Monarchy is entering on a new 


phase of prosperity. Since the world 
has reverted to a kind of "hero wor- 
ship' it follows that the institution 
of monarchy has been greatly bene- 
fited and that the phase of "dictator 
rule" will tend to make monarchy 
the prevailing form of government." 


The reason for the boom in royal- 


ty, says Mironescu, is the increasing 
public dissatisfaction with parlia- 
mentarism. Having assumed too 
much power it has overreached it- 
self, he contends, and therefore a 
return of constitutional monarchy is 
only a natural evolution. 
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
